Richmond  Demos  debate  ballot  issues

Municipal  election  candidates 
and  ballot  measures  are  spinning 
around  and  around  in  the  conver¬ 
sations  of  many  people  these 
days  -  Election  Day,  Nov.  6, 
must  be  near. 

The  members  of  the 
Richmond  District  Democratic 
Club  met  Sept.  27  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  room  of  the  Richmond 
Police  Station  to  review  and  then 
vote  for  their  official  endorse¬ 
ments.

The  effort  to  unseat  District  1 
Supervisor  Jake  McGoldrick 
came  up  short  in  September 
when  the  SF  Department  of 
Elections  ruled  that  there  were 
not  enough  valid  signatures  to 
qualify  for  the  Feb.  5  ballot. 

The  group  that  was  organized 
for  the  recall,  the  Citizens  for  the 
Recall  of  Jake  McGoldrick, 
turned  in  about  3,850  signatures 
on  Sept.  14,  only  300  more  than 
what  was  required  to  get  the  re¬ 
call  on  the  ballot. 

After  doing  a  random  survey 
of  500  signatures,  the  SF 
Department  of  Elections  ruled  an 
estimated  2,850  were  good.  Most 
of  the  invalid  signatures  were 
due  to  the  signers  not  being  reg¬ 
istered  voters  or  not  living  in  the 
Richmond. 

The  Citizens  for  the  Recall  of 
Jake  McGoldrick  appealed  the 
decision  of  the  elections  depart- 


With  the  room  filled  to  capac¬ 
ity,  club  members  met  with  some 
of  the  12  candidates  for  mayor, 
two  candidates  for  county  sheriff 
and  a  representative  for  the  only 
district  attorney  candidate  run¬ 
ning  -  incumbent  D  A.  Kamala 
Harris. 

Wilma  Pang,  Lonnie  Holmes, 
John  Rinaldi  and  Quintin  MeCke 
were  the  only  candidates  for 
mayor  of  the  officially  qualified 
12  that  showed  up  in  person  to 
speak.  Current  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  sent  Democratic 


ment  Sept.  20,  but  Director  John 
Amtz  turned  it  down. 

Proponents  of  the  recall  had 
cited  McGoldrick’s  unwilling¬ 
ness  to  meet,  or  represent,  his 
constituents  at  City  Hall  and  his 
failure  to  uphold  the  will  of  city 
voters  by  moving  to  close  some 
roads  in  Golden  Gate  Park  on 
Saturdays. 

He  also  made  local  merchants 
mad  by  endorsing  a  plan  to  re¬ 
move  traffic  lanes  and  rejigger 
parking  spaces  to  facilitate  a  Bus 
Rapid  Transit  (BRT)  program  on 
Geary  Boulevard.  The  merchants 
have  been  demanding  an  eco¬ 
nomic  impact  study  concerning 
the  plan. 

McGoldrick  defended  the 
park  road  closure  plan,  called 
Healthy  Saturdays,  by  citing  the 
rising  obesity  rates  in  children 
and  by  arguing  that  attendance  at 
the  cultural  institutions  does  not 
suffer  due  to  the  closures. 

He  says  the  BRT  plan  is  need- 


County  Central  Committee  mem¬ 
ber  Tom  Hsieh  to  speak  on  his 
behalf. 

All  four  mayor-candidates 
present  expressed  the  need  for 
change  in  the  mayor’s  office. 
They  are  not  pleased  with 
Newsom’s  administration. 

At  the  end  of  the  day, 
Richmond  District  Democratic 
Club  members  tied  in  their  en¬ 
dorsements  of  two  candidates  for 
mayor:  Newsom  and  Mecke. 

Mecke  is  currently  the  pro¬ 
gram  director  for  the  Safety 


ed  to  improve  mass  transit  for  the 
thousands  of  riders  on  the  Muni 
Geary  #38  line. 

According  to  McGoldrick,  the 
recall  was  misguided  because 
there  were  insufficient  reasons 
for  removing  him  from  office.  He 
claims  the  recall  was  motivated 
by  people  who  disagreed  with  his 
positions  on  city  legislation. 

But  proponents  of  the  recall 
say  the  effort  was  undertaken  be¬ 
cause  McGoldrick  was 
malfeasant  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

According  to  the  records  at 
the  Ethics  Commission,  as  of 
presstime,  the  Citizens  group  had 
raised  about  $45,000  for  the  re¬ 
call  and  McGoldrick  had  raised 
about  $65,000  to  defeat  the  ef¬ 
fort. 

McGoldrick  will  serve  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  second  term,  until 
January  2009.  He  can  not  run 
again  due  to  term  limits. 


Network  Partnership,  a  citywide 
public  safety  program  promoting 
community-driven  responses  to 
crime  and  violence.

District  Attorney  Harris  did 
not  attend,  but  sent  a  representa¬ 
tive  from  her  office  to  speak  on 
her  behalf.  Members  voted  to  en¬ 
dorse  her. 

Both  candidates  for  San 
Francisco  County  sheriff,  incum¬ 
bent  Michael  Hennessey  and 
challenger  David  Wong,  were 
present. 

Wong  has  16  years  experience 
as  a  deputy  sheriff.  He  said  he 
wants  to  bring  leadership  back  to 
the  department. 

But  the  members  of  the 
Democratic  Club  were  unphased, 
and  voted  to  support  Hennessey, 
who  has  served  in  the  position 
for  the  past  25  years. 

Much  of  the  three-hour  meet¬ 
ing  was  spent  reviewing  and  de¬ 
bating  the  1 1  measures  on  the 
ballot.  The  first  six,  A  through  F, 
concern  charter  amendments, 
while  propositions  G  through  I 
concern  city  ordinances. 
Propositions  J  and  K  are  “decla¬ 
rations”  of  city  policy. 

Proposition  A  asks  the  voters 
if  the  city  charter  should  be 
amended  to  expand  the 
Municipal  Transit  Agency’s 
(Muni)  control  over  its  opera¬ 
tions.  This  would  include  provid¬ 
ing  additional  funding  and  re¬ 
quiring  the  development  of  a 
Climate  Action  Plan,  which 
would  be  an  effort  to  reduce 
greenhouse  gas  emissions  from 
transportation  sources  to  80  per¬ 
cent  of  1990  levels  by  2012.

PAR  urges 
City  to 
take  it 
slow  with 
Geary  BRT 
proposal

The  Planning  Association  for 
the  Richmond  (PAR)  has  pro¬ 
posed  implementing  a  controver¬ 
sial  Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT)  in 
two  phases  so  potentially  nega¬ 
tive  impacts  to  the  neighborhood, 
and  local  merchants,  can  be  miti¬ 
gated. 

The  SF  County  Transportation 
Authority,  which  is  comprised  of 
the  members  of  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors,  has  released  its  final 
report  and  commissioned  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report  for 
several  BRT  alternatives. 

Two  plans  would  put  dedicat¬ 
ed  bus  lanes  in  the  center  of  the 
boulevard,  two  plans  would  use 
the  outside  lanes  and  one  plan 
makes  improvements  to  the  cur¬ 
rent  Muni  Geary  38  bus  line.  All 
of  the  new  plans,  except  for  the 
one  calling  for  improving  the 
current  #38  service,  would  take  a 
traffic  lane  on  Geary  for  dedicat¬ 
ed  bus  use. 

The  goal  of  the  TA  is  to  im¬ 
prove  transit  service  in  an  impor¬ 
tant  transportation  corridor,  one 
that  moves  some  50,000  people  a 
day.  The  TA  wants  to  shave  trav¬ 
el  time  off  commuters’  rides  and 
offer  riders  a  better,  more  stable 
trip.  The  plan  is  a  part  of  the  TA’s 
strategy  is  to  lure  people  out  of 
their  cars  for  trips  around  the 
neighborhood  and  downtown. 

But  some  neighborhood  resi¬ 
dents  are  concerned  over  the 
amount  of  traffic  that  would  be 
diverted  to  other  Richmond  roads 
after  traffic  lanes  are  taken  away 
for  general  use  on  Geary. 

According  to  the  TA’s  prelimi¬ 
nary  estimates,  about  126  more 
vehicles  an  hour  would  be  on 
California  Street  during  peak 
times.  All  of  the  district’s  streets 
would  see  an  increase.

Plan  to  improve  ped.  conditions 


The  SF  County  Transportation 
Authority  and  its  partner  agen¬ 
cies  have  been  studying  pedestri¬ 
an  needs  and  potential  solutions 
to  increase  pedestrian  safety 
along  19th  Avenue  and  Park 


The  SF  Police  Department 
(SFPD),  in  partnership  with  the 
controller’s  office,  worked  with 
the  Public  Safety  Strategies 
Group  and  the  Police  Executive 
Research  Forum  to  conduct  a 
Police  Effectiveness  Review 
aimed  at  improving  public  safety 
services  in  the  City. 

The  review,  which  took  place 
in  Chinatown  and  the  Sunset  and 
Richmond  districts  in  August, 


Presidio  Boulevard. 

As  a  result  of  the  ongoing 
work,  including  input  from  two 
recent  community  workshops, 
the  agencies  have  put  together  a 
package  of  near-term  actions. 


will  evaluate  SFPD’s  systems, 
organization  and  practices  over  a 
period  of  two  years.  Specifically, 
community  input  was  needed  for 
case  studies  about  the  foot  patrol 
pilot  program  and  the  district  sta¬ 
tion  boundaries  analysis.

According  to  Chester  Fung,  a 
member  of  the  SF  County 
Transportation  Authority,  the 
SFPD  has  agreed  to  station  offi¬ 
cers  along  these  corridors  to  en¬ 
force  red  light  running,  speeding 
and  pedestrian  right-of-way  vio¬ 
lations.  A  portable  speed  radar 
trailer  will  also  be  set  up  along 
19th  Avenue  to  display  the 
speeds  of  passing  vehicles  and 
encourage  more  cautious,  lower 
speeds. 

In  addition,  pedestrian  safety 
outreach  and  education  in  the 
Sunset  neighborhood  will  be  or¬ 
ganized,  and  the  California 
Department  of  Transportation 
will  proceed  with  its  upgrade 
project  of  installing  pedestrian 
countdown  signals  in  early  2008.

Auto  Boosters  Target 
Surfers  at  Ocean  Beach 

In  September,  there  were  nu¬ 
merous  reports  of  stolen  autos 
reported  in  the  area  of  the  Great 
Highway,  between  Balboa  Street 
and  Lincoln  Way.

corridor  were  concerned  about 
high  vehicle  speeds  on  25th 
Avenue,  and  wanted  to  imple¬ 
ment  a  traffic-calming  program. 

After  numerous  meetings  with 
the  SFMTA  and  members  of  the 
community,  we  have  finally 
come  up  with  a  plan  that  we 
think  will  fit  this  mid-Richmond 
street. 

The  plan  would  reduce  25th 
Avenue  from  four  lanes  to  three, 
with  the  middle  lane  restructured 
as  a  left-tum  pocket.  This  lane 
reduction  would  affect  the  street 
from  Fulton  to  El  Camino  Del 
Mar.  Traffic  speed  would  be  re¬ 
duced,  and  pedestrian  conditions 
would  be  much  safer. 

The  SFMTA  plans  to  host  a 
community  meeting  on  Oct.  10, 
at  7  p.m.,  at  Cabrillo  Elementary 
School  (750  25th  Ave.),  to  give 
the  public  an  update  on  the  pro¬ 


ject. 

I  encourage  you  to  go  to  this 
meeting  to  learn  more  about  the 
project  and  to  provide  your  input.

Free  of  Advertising 

As  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  for  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  Highway  and 
Transportation  District  (GGB- 
HTD),  I  have  been  very  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  proposed 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  Corporate 
Partnership  Program. 

This  program  is  intended  to 
generate  revenue  from  advertis¬ 
ing  on  bridge  property.  I  am 
adamantly  opposed  to  any  adver¬ 
tising  on  our  public  assets,  espe¬ 
cially  an  asset  that  is  as  interna¬ 
tionally  recognized,  loved  and 
cherished  by  millions  of  people 
as  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

Once  advertisements  are  au¬ 
thorized,  there  may  be  no  end  to 
the  “commercial  creep.” 

The  program  would  allow, 
among  other  things,  the  on-site

I  have  authored  a  resolution  at 
the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors  op¬ 
posing  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
Partnership  Program.  The  resolu¬ 
tion  will  be  before  the  board  on 
Oct.  2  for  a  vote. 

Additionally,  the  GGBHTD 
board  of  directors  is  scheduled  to 
take  action  on  the  Partnership 
Program  on  Oct.  26,  at  10  a.m., 
at  the  district  secretary’s  office  at 
the  GGBHTD.  Public  input  is  en¬ 
couraged.

19th  Avenue  Signal  Upgrade 
Project 

As  chair  of  the  SF  County 
Transportation  Authority  (SFC- 
TA),  I  am  excited  to  report  that 
the  SFCTA  and  its  partner  agen¬ 
cies  have  been  studying  the 
pedestrian  needs  and  potential 
solutions  for  19th  Avenue  and 
Park  Presidio  Boulevard. 

As  you  may  know,  1 9th 
Avenue  and  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  (Highway  1 )  is  a  state 
highway  owned  and  operated  by 
Caltrans  as  a  six-lane  roadway 
serving  both  regional  and  local 
traffic. 

The  project  area  covers  7.5 
miles.  TTie  northern  project 
boundary  is  at  Lake  Street,  con¬ 
tinuing  south  along  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  to  Fulton  Street, 
Crossover  Drive,  and  following 
19th  Avenue,  from  Lincoln  Way 
to  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard. 

As  a  result  of  ongoing  work, 
including  comprehensive  input 
from  two  recent  community 
workshops,  the  agencies  have  put 
together  a  package  of  near-term 
actions  to  address  the  need  for 
increased  pedestrian  safety  along 
the  corridor. 

Based  on  discussions  with  the 


SF  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  (SFMTA),  the  SF  Police 
Department  (SFPD)  has  agreed 
to  station  officers  along  1 9th 
Avenue  and  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard. 

The  California  Department  of 
Transportation  (Caltrans)  is  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  Phase  1  of  its  signal 
upgrade  project,  which  is  slated 
to  begin  in  early  2008  and 
includes  installation  of  pedestrian 
countdown  signals.  As  discussed 
at  the  workshops,  the  agencies 
are  exploring  other  engineering 
treatments  at  specific  intersec¬ 
tions  to  further  increase  safety. 

The  partner  agencies  include 
the  SF  Department  of  Public 
Works,  SF  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency,  Muni,  SF 
Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic,  and  the  California 
Department  of  Transportation.

There  is  a  new  top  cop  at  the 
Richmond  Police  Station. 

He  is  dressed  like  some  of  the 
other  officers,  in  a  black  SF 
Police  Department  (SFPD)  T- 
shirt  and  black  slacks.  He  greets 
people  with  a  smile  and  a  firm 
handshake. 

But  he  isn’t  an  ordinary  patrol 
officer  -  he  is  the  new  station 
captain. 

Capt.  Jere  Williams,  who  has 
been  on  the  job  since  Sept.  17, 
has  served  as  a  Police 
Department  leader  for  the  past 
four  years. 

Williams  is  replacing  Capt. 
Sandra  Tong,  who  was  in  com¬ 
mand  at  the  Richmond  Station 
for  the  past  five  years.  She  has 
been  transferred  to  the  police  de¬ 
partment’s  homeland  security  de¬ 
tail. 

David  Heller,  president  of  the 
Greater  Geary  Boulevard 
Merchants  and  Property  Owners 
Association,  says  Williams  is 
“very  refreshing  to  have  around.” 

Recently,  Heller  met  with 
Williams  to  discuss  matters  in 
the  neighborhood. 

“I  feel  good  to  have  someone 


like  that  in  control,”  Heller  said. 

Overall,  Williams  has  been 
with  the  SFPD  for  29  years. 
Before  making  captain,  he  served 
the  department  doing  “old  fash¬ 
ioned”  police  work  as  well  as  de¬ 
partment  duties.  He  was  an  in¬ 
spector  for  seven  years  and, 
while  a  lieutenant,  worked  for 
the  department’s  sex  crimes  unit. 

The  new  appointment  is  not 
the  first  time  the  captain  has 
worked  at  the  Richmond  Station. 

“I  was  stationed  out  here  for 
about  three  months  a  long  time 
ago,”  he  said. 

Williams  moved  to  San 
Francisco  when  he  was  two  years 
old  and  grew  up  here,  attending 
city  schools. 

Prior  to  his  new  job  guiding 
the  Richmond  Station,  he  was  the 
commanding  officer  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport. 

Williams  said  being  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  airport  and  being  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  Richmond  are 
like  “apples  and  oranges.”  The 
airport  had  different  challenges, 
such  as  terrorism  threats.  The  of¬ 
ficers  at  the  airport  would  often 
conduct  drills  involving  large- 
scale  attacks  and  airplane  crash¬ 
es. 


“The  airport  was  a  customer 
service  effort,”  he  said.  “Out  in 
the  Richmond,  we  are  more  on 
the  reactionary  side,  responding 
to  community  needs.” 

Although  the  Richmond  does 
not  have  the  international  foot 
traffic  that  a  major  airport  does,  it 
does  have  its  share  of  problems. 

“Crime  exists,  there  is  no  way 
around  it,”  said  Williams. 

While  captain  of  the  station, 


Williams  is  dedicated  to  address¬ 
ing  certain  problems  that  have  re¬ 
cently  arisen.  Specifically,  he 
sees  traffic  density  and  theft  as 
reasons  for  concern. 

Heller  said  some  of  the  main 
concerns  that  people  along  Geary 
Boulevard  have  are  mainly  traffic 
oriented,  such  as  speeding  and 
double  parking,  which  blocks  the 
flow  of  traffic. 

Nick  Buzanski,  a  book  buyer 


at  Green  Apple  Books  on 
Clement  Street,  agrees  with 
Heller’s  traffic  synopsis. 

“The  congestion  on  Clement 
Street  is  ridiculous.  A  lot  of  mer¬ 
chants  double  park  and  people 
get  upset.  The  number  of  horns 
you  hear  can  get  ridiculous,” 
Buzanski  said. 

Another  problem  is  theft, 
which  might  pick  up  during  the 
upcoming  Christmas  season,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Williams. 

“People  go  downtown  to 
shop.  There  they  are  pick-pocket¬ 
ed  or  their  packages  are  stolen 
when  they  set  them  down.” 

Auto  theft  is  also  on  the  rise 
in  the  neighborhood.  Williams 
said  the  station  is  currently  set¬ 
ting  up  sting  operations  to  catch 
car  thieves  in  the  act. 

The  new  district  captain  has 
identified  these  problems  and 
vows  to  give  them  attention. 

Williams  is  currently  working 
with  community  organizations, 
such  as  the  Geary  Merchants,  to 
address  the  problems.  He  said  the 
departments  effort  at  safety  and 
educating  the  public  will  contin¬ 
ue. 

Utilizing  some  of  the  re¬ 
sources  he  has  available,  the  cap¬ 
tain  hopes  to  connect  with  the 
community.  There  are  meetings 
open  to  the  public  that  take  place 
every  third  Tuesday  of  the 
month.  The  meeting  times  are 
staggered  to  allow  for  “different 
groups”  to  attend,  Williams  said. 

“Older  people  don’t  want  to 
walk  home  in  the  dark,”  he  said. 

The  Richmond  district  com¬ 
munity  meetings  are  held  at  the 
Richmond  Police  Station  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  every  month.  In 
October,  it  will  be  held  on  the 
16th.  For  more  information,  call 
the  station  at  (415)  666-8000.

Author  opens  new  chapter  in  life 
after  taking  Chinese  art  lessons

At  70  years  of  age,  Herbert 
Kohl,  an  esteemed  educator  and 
writer,  took  an  exciting  unex¬ 
pected  turn  in  his  life  when  he 
walked  into  the  Joseph  Fine  Arts 
School  on  Clement  Street. 

Kohl  had  always  been  in¬ 
trigued  with  Chinese  painting.  It 
talks  to  his  heart  and  soul.  He 
likes  its  grace,  dignity  and  the 
power  it  represents.  Little  did  he 
know  that  this  unanticipated  stop 
would  make  an  immense 
change  in  his  life.  And  it  came  at 
a  time  when  he  was  looking  for  a 
change  -  he  wanted  to  try  some¬ 
thing  that  he  had  not  done  before 
and  could  not  master. 

According  to  Kohl,  doors 
have  been  opening  his  entire  life. 
So,  when  he  came  upon  Joseph’s 
school  that  day,  he  had  no  hesita¬ 
tion  about  walking  in.  He  was 
doing  what  was  second  nature  to 
him  -  opening  another  door. 

Little  did  he  know,  upon 
opening  this  door  he  would  be 
sent  on  a  voyage  which  he  is  still 
enjoying  and  which  motivated 
him  to  write  a  book,  titled 
“Painting  Chinese.” 

Impressed  by  both  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  of  the  school  and  his  con¬ 
versation  with  Joseph  Fine,  he 
decided  to  take  a  course  in 
Chinese  Painting.  He  thought  this 
might  be  the  challenge  he  was 
looking  for.  It  turned  out  he  was 
at  least  57  years  older  than  the 
students  in  his  class,  who  ranged 
from  5  to  7  years  of  age. 

As  he  explained  in  his  most 
recent  book,  this  was  just  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  his  voyage. 

When  he  walked  into  Joseph’s 
school  three  years  ago,  he  was 
tired  of  the  educational  dialogue 
caused  by  the  “no  child  left  be¬ 
hind”  and  the  school  district’s 
obsession  with  testing. 

To  Kohl,  this  is  not  what 
teaching  or  learning  is  about.  He 
made  an  analogy  between  the 
painter  Joan  Miro’s  vision  of 
painting  and  his  vision  of  teach¬ 
ing.  Miro  said  that  the  gardener 
prepares  the  soil,  sows  the  seeds, 
waters  the  plant  and  makes  sure 
the  sun  is  right.  The  pleasure  of 
such  careful  nurturing  is  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  watching  the  plant  grow: 
unfolding  from  a  small  seed  into 
a  beautiful  flower,  fruit  or  veg¬ 
etable. 

At  the  time  he  walked  into  the 
Joseph  Fine  Arts  School,  he  was 
teaching  a  course  he  created  and 
directed  at  the  University  of  San 
Francisco.  It  was  based  on  the 
idea  of  integrating  issues  of  so¬ 
cial  justice  to  bring  idealistic 
people  into  public  school  teach¬ 
ing.  He  wanted  to  fortify  them 
with  skills  and  stamina  to  make 
their  dreams  practical  realities. 

Students  read  poems  and  nov¬ 
els  and  would  discuss  the  social 
and  political  contexts  in  which 
the  writer  worked.  Attention  was 
given  to  issues  of  class,  race  and 
gender  as  they  arose  in  a  book. 

As  well,  questions  about  the 
mathematics  of  world  banking 
and  finance  were  raised,  and  stu¬ 
dents  focused  on  the  many  differ¬ 
ent  mathematical  traditions  of  the 
world. 

Kohl  said  he  was  having  a 
wonderful  time  with  his  30  stu¬ 
dents,  but  in  its  fourth  year  the 
university  cut  the  program. 

Physically  and  emotionally 
drained,  it  was  definitely  time  to 
move  on  and  try  something  new. 

Kohl  hails  from  the  Bronx  and 
was  raised  by  parents  who  emi¬ 
grated  from  Poland. 


He  started  his  academic  career 
by  teaching  sixth  graders  in 
Harlem,  New  York  in  1962. 

Throughout  his  teaching  ca¬ 
reer,  the  students  he  taught,  the 
subjects  he  taught  and  the  educa¬ 
tional  settings  in  which  he  taught 
were  diverse.  He  has  taught  ev¬ 
ery  grade  from  kindergarten 
through  graduate  school. 

He  ran  a  storefront  school  for 
junior  high  and  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  and  has  taught  psychology 
and  writing.  He  also  worked  as 
curriculum  coordinator  for  a 
community  school  district  and 
was  founder  and  first  director  of 
the  Teachers  and  Writers 
Collaborative.  He  was  a  visiting 
professor  at  the  University  of 
California  and  taught  at  a  public 
alternative  school  in  Berkeley. 

In  addition,  he  is  the  author  of 
more  than  40  books  and  has  won 
a  national  book  award  for  the 
book  “View  from  the  Oak,” 
which  he  wrote  with  his  wife 
Judith. 

Kohl  said  when  he  watched 
Fine  teaching,  and  the  children’s 
excitement  and  commitment  to 
learning,  it  was  magical  because 
he  had  relearned  the  excitement 
and  magic  of  learning. 

“There  are  no  mistakes,  just 
efforts  and  actions  that  though 
they  might  feel  like  messes,  are 
just  stages  of  growth  and  with  a 
stroke  or  two  can  be  turned  into 
something  new  and  unexpected. 


That  what  we  might  call  copying 
a  work  of  art  is  in  the  Chinese 
tradition  an  act  of  recreation  and 
transformation  if  it  comes  from 
one’s  heart,  a  disciplined  brush 
and  wild  imagination.” 

In  addition,  he  learned  that  it 
is  possible  to  create  a  quiet,  calm 
meditative  place  for  painting  and, 
by  implication,  for  learning.  If 
the  environment  is  right,  the 
tasks  are  challenging. 

“If  the  teachers  know  their 
craft  and  if  this  all  can  be 
wrapped  in  good  feeling  and  a 
sense  of  humor,”  it  can  be  a  very 
rewarding  experience.  Kohl  re¬ 
marked.  What  delighted  him 
about  being  in  Joseph’s  class  was 
it  was  impossible  to  forget  the 
experience. 

Currently,  Kohl  resides  in 
Point  Arena  among  the 
Redwoods.  He  has  resumed  his 
lessons  with  Fine  and  hopes  to 
take  lessons  with  Janny,  Fine’s 
wife,  who  also  teaches  at  the 
school. 

He  is  still  painting  and  writ¬ 
ing.  In  “Painting  Chinese,”  he  re¬ 
marks  that  it  is  wonderful  to  be 
older  and  to  have  had  enough  ex¬ 
periences  to  be  able  to  remember 
them,  condense  them,  write 
about  them  and  paint  them. 

According  to  Kohl,  it  is  won¬ 
derful  to  perceive  your  life  as  a 
whole,  as  if  it  was  a  Chinese 
painting.

Demos  hear  ballot  arguments

City’s  parking  tax  revenues 
would  increase  from  40  to  80 
percent. 

Richmond  District  Demo¬ 
cratic  Club  members  voted  to  en¬ 
dorse  Prop.  A  despite  a  plea  from 
the  SF  Taxi  Drivers  Union, 
which  noted  that  within  Prop.  A 
is  a  set  of  fine-print  stipulations 
that,  if  passed,  would  give  Muni 
power  over  the  city’s  taxi  ordi¬ 
nances.  They  urged  that  Prop.  A 
be  defeated  in  order  to  be  re¬ 
vised.  Once  a  proposition  is 
passed,  it  must  be  placed  on  the 
ballot  again  to  be  amended  or 
dismissed. 

Opponents  of  Prop.  A  noted 
that  the  current  laws  governing 
the  taxi  industry  were  approved 
by  city  voters  in  1978,  with  the 
passage  of  Prop.  K.  The  proposi¬ 
tion  helped  uphold  the  rights  of 
drivers  and  taxicab  business  in 
San  Francisco.  If  Prop.  A  wins. 
Muni  might  abuse  its  power  and 
potentially  use  taxicabs  as  a 
“cash  cow”  to  help  fund  its  bud¬ 
get.  Drivers  also  fear  taxicab 
companies  could  gain  an  upper 
hand  over  drivers,  both  those 
who  “lease”  their  cabs  by  the  day 
and  those  who  own  their  own 
medallions,  which  allow  them 
the  right  to  give  rides  in  the  City. 

Proposition  B  would  amend 
the  city  Charter  to  limit  the 
“hold-over  service”  time  a  com¬ 
mission  or  board  member  may 
serve  after  their  term  of  service 
has  expired. 

Supporters  say  Prop.  B  would 
allow  a  grace  period  of  no  more 
than  60  days.  Upon  a  commis¬ 
sion  or  board  member’s  depar¬ 
ture,  the  60-day  limit  would  en¬ 
sure  that  boards  and  commis¬ 
sions  be  updated  with  new  mem¬ 
bers  in  a  timely  manner.  During 
the  grace  period,  the  mayor  or  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors  would  be 
expected  to  replace  or  reappoint 
the  missing  member. 

Arguments  against  Prop.  B 
say  if  positions  are  not  filled 
promptly,  certain  city  processes 
may  be  delayed. 

Proposition  C  would  amend 
the  city  charter  to  require  the 
mayor  or  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  submit  ballot 
measures  for  public  hearings  be¬ 
fore  they  are  placed  on  the  ballot. 

Democratic  Club  Members 


endorsed  Prop.  C  because  the 
public  should  have  greater 
awareness  of  ballot  measures  and 
have  the  chance  for  input. 

Proposition  D  asks  voters  if 
the  charter  should  be  amended  to 
renew  the  Library  Preservation 
Fund.  The  renewal  plan  was 
amended  to  allow  authorities  to 
take  on  debt  obligation,  with  rev¬ 
enue  bonds,  without  a  vote  of  the 
people. 

Members  endorsed  Prop.  D 
because  the  original  Library 
Preservation  Fund  has  allowed 
the  SF  Library  and  its  district 
branches,  such  as  the  Richmond 
and  Park  Presidio  branches,  to 
expand  its  hours,  services  and 
collections  material. 

Opponents  of  Prop.  D  fear  tax 
revenues  could  be  diverted  to  re¬ 
pay  debts  incurred  by  the  Library 
Commission  and  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Proposition  E  asks  voters  to 
require  the  mayor  to  appear  at 
least  once  a  month  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Supporters  feel  that  requiring 
the  mayor  to  attend  at  least  one 
meeting  a  month  would  increase 
communications  between  the 
mayor  and  the  supervisors. 

Those  opposed  fear  that  forc¬ 
ing  the  mayor  to  appear  would 
merely  create  a  forum  for  criti¬ 
cism  and  would  not  promote  con¬ 
structive  dialog. 

Proposition  F  asks  voters  if 
they  want  to  allow  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  adjust  the  contract 
for  retirement  benefits  for  SF 
Police  Department  employees 
that  worked  at  the  SF 
International  Airport  before  the 
two  departments  joined  forces. 

Those  in  favor  of  Prop.  F  say 
it  would  assure  equal  pension 
benefits  and  equity  for  all  active 
SF  police  officers. 

Those  opposed  say  the  mea¬ 
sure  is  unfair  because  one  group 
of  officers,  those  who  voluntarily 
joined  a  different  pension  plan  at 
the  time  of  the  department’s 
merger,  would  have  the  benefit  of 
hindsight  and  be  allowed  to  join 
the  city’s  retirement  system, 
which  has  had  a  better  yield  than 
the  one  the  officers’  originally 
chose. 

Proposition  G  sees  to  establish 
a  “matching  fund”  for  the  horse 
stables  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  The 
fund,  if  voted  for,  would  con-

tribute  $  1  of  city  funds  for  every 
$3  in  private  donations.  The 
matching  fund  would  pay  for  the 
repair,  renovation  and  future 
maintenance  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  stables. 

Those  in  favor  of  Prop.  G  say 
the  horse  stables  are  an  historic 
amenity  that  can  provide  impor¬ 
tant  after-school,  weekend  and 
summer  activities  for  all  San 
Franciscans. 

Those  opposed  feel  the  horse 
stables  are  not  a  priority  and  that 
city  funds  might  be  better  used 
for  more  critical  programs. 

Proposition  H  is  an  ordinance 
that  would  amend  the  SF 
Planning  Code  to  allow  more 
parking  spaces  in  new  residential 
and  commercial  developments.  If 
passed,  the  City  would  be  divid¬ 
ed  into  four  geographic  quad¬ 
rants  to  allow  for  the  oversight  of 
new  parking  spaces,  trees  and 
pedestrian  and  bicycle  use  areas. 

Those  who  support  Prop.  H 
say  the  measure  would  help  SF 
respond  to  more  cars  in  the  City 
and  the  increasing  need  for  park¬ 
ing. 

Opponents  say  Prop.  H  would 
only  reverse  the  city’s  commit¬ 
ment  to  transit-friendly  policies 
and  would  increase  traffic  and 
congestion. 

Proposition  I  asks  if  the  City 
should  establish  a  Small 
Business  Department,  with  an  as¬ 
sistance  center.  With  more  than 
100,000  small  businesses  in  SF, 
supporters  of  Prop.  I  see  the  need 
for  establishing  a  city  department 
to  aid  the  increasing  number  of 
small  businesses. 

Those  opposed  to  Prop.  I  say 
it  would  create  an  unnecessary 
new  city  agency. 

Proposition  J  would  have  the 
City  adopt  a  policy  supporting 
the  creation  of  a  public-private 
partnership  to  establish  a  city¬ 
wide  wireless  Internet  network. 

Club  members  voted  not  to 
endorse  Prop.  J  because  no  con¬ 
clusive  studies  have  been  done 
on  the  effects  of  increased  ra¬ 
dioactive  and  microwave  levels 
on  health.  Also,  in  light  of  recent 
increases  in  identity  theft,  Wi-Fi 
systems  are  vulnerable  to  hack¬ 
ers,  posing  a  threat  to  privacy 
and  data  security. 

Proposition  K  would  adopt  a 
policy  restricting  advertising  on 
street  furniture  and  city  build¬ 
ings.  This  would  include  bus 
shelters,  kiosks,  benches  and 
newspaper  stands. 

Supporters  of  Prop.  K  say  the 
measure  would  continue  the 
struggle  against  visual  blight  and 
the  commercialization  of  public 
space. 

Those  against  Prop.  K  say  ad¬ 
vertising  helps  increase  needed 
revenue  to  support  the  City  with¬ 
out  raising  taxes.

1  am  also  happy  to  announce  that  the 
end  of  the  legislative  session  brought  a 
number  of  key  victories.  My  important 
children’s  health  legislation.  Assembly 
Bill  1 108,  squeezed  out  of  the  Senate  with 
bipartisan  support  and  is  now  awaiting  ac¬ 
tion  from  the  governor.  The  bill  will  ban 
the  use  of  toxic  chemicals  known  as  phtha- 
lates  in  toys  intended  for  children  under 
the  age  of  3. 

Fourteen  other  countries  and  the 
European  Union  have  already  banned  the 
chemical.  Thus,  California  and  the  rest  of 
the  country  have  become  the  dumping 
ground  for  toys  that  are  banned  in  much  of 
the  industrialized  world. 

Another  piece  of  legislation  that  passed 
on  the  last  few  days  of  legislative  session 
was  Assembly  Bill  101. 1  authored  the  bill 
at  the  request  of  SF  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom,  who  worked  with  me  to  secure 
its  passage  through  the  legislative  process. 
The  bill  will  allow  cameras  to  be  placed  on 
San  Francisco  buses  in  order  to  issue  cita¬ 
tions  for  people  who  park  in  Muni  bus 
lanes.  My  hope  is  that  this  bill  will  save 
the  city  resources,  deter  drivers  from  park¬ 
ing  in  transit  lanes,  and  speed  up  Muni’s 
performance. 

Both  AB1108  and  AB101  are  on  the 
governor’s  desk  awaiting  either  a  signature 
or  veto.  The  governor  has  until  Oct.  12  to 
take  action.  I  am  hopeful  he  will  sign  both 
of  these  important  pieces  of  legislation.

I  really  enjoyed  your  article  in  the 
Sunset  Beacon,  September  2007,  on  Carl 
Larsen. 

I’m  85,  going  on  86,  and  grew  up  in  the 
upper  Sunset,  at  1755  11th  Ave.  Also,  my 
folks  first  settled  at  323  Moraga  St.,  at 
Ninth  Avenue,  back  in  1923. 

Around  1930, 1  would  hike  with  the  rest 
of  the  kids  over  Golden  Gate  Heights  and 
down  to  the  chicken  ranch.  V remember 
looking  but  never  buying  any  eggs  because 
we  had  our  own  chickens.  Yes,  in  those 
days,  we  could  raise  chickens.  It  was  a 
wild  area,  and  it  helped  during  the 
Depression. 

At  1743  11th  Ave.,  just  down  from  our 
house,  there  was  a  lady  by  the  last  name  of 
Walsh,  whose  husband  was  a  carpenter.  I 
would  run  errands  for  her.  She  would  tell 
us  stories  about  living  up  in  the  upper 
Sunset  -  how  they  would  get  their  water 
from  an  old  well  before  the  water  pipes 
were  put  in.  The  well  was  up  on  what  is 
now  called  Rockridge  Drive  on  the  north 
side  of  Sunset  Heights  Park.  It  was  en¬ 
closed  woods  during  the  Depression,  but 
the  Workers  Progress  Administration 
(WPA)  built  the  park. 

Before  the  well  was  capped,  we 
dropped  a  container  on  a  string  and  got 
water.  No  doubt  the  City  has  some  kind  of 
records  on  it.  It  was  always  interesting  to 


me  how  water  was  at  that  height. 

Again,  thanks  for  your  article  on 
Larsen.  Being  a  young  kid,  we  heard  sto¬ 
ries,  but  I  didn’t  really  comprehend  it  all. 
Now  I  can.

The  evolution 

With  single  family  home  and 
condo  prices  so  high,  first  time 
home  buyers  in  San  Francisco 
are  increasingly  turning  to 
Tenancy  in  Commons  (TIC)  as 
their  entry  point  into  home  own¬ 
ership. 

The  term  “Tenancy  in 
Common”  refers  to  a  way  of 
holding  title  to  real  property.  In  a 
TIC  purchase,  a  group  of  buyers 
take  title  as  tenants  in  common, 
owning  a  percentage  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  while  having  the  right  to  oc¬ 
cupy  certain  spaces  in  the  build¬ 
ing.  This  is  different  to  condo¬ 
minium  ownership,  where  the 
owners,  instead  of  shares,  own 
the  airspace  inside  their  units, 
and  own  the  common  areas  joint¬ 
ly- 

In  a  condo,  the  owner  can 
point  to  a  unit  and  know  that  he 
or  she  owns  that  unit.  In  a  TIC, 
the  owners  jointly  own  a  percent- 


of  TICs 

age  of  every  part  of  the  property. 

Because  it  is  a  joint  ownership 
situation,  buyers  need  to  be 
aware  of  some  of  the  risks  in¬ 
volved  and  assess  that  risk  prior 
to  buying  a  TIC.  One  of  the  most 
important  is  financial  risk.  There 
is  only  one  loan  on  the  building, 
so  if  one  party  defaults  on  the 
mortgage,  either  the  other  parties 
have  to  make  the  payment  on  the 
loan  or  the  lender  may  foreclose 
on  the  whole  property.  This  can 
be  remedied  somewhat  by  having 
a  default  reserve  fund  set  aside  to 
handle  this  type  of  emergency. 

In  the  last  couple  of  years, 
several  lenders  have  started  to  of¬ 
fer  fractionalized  interest  loans 
where  each  individual  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  his  or  her  portion  of  the 
loan.  And  upon  sale,  the  lender 
has  the  ability  to  adjust  the 
amount  of  the  loan  up  or  down. 
Thus,  with  this  loan  product. 


TIC’s  are  looking  more  like  con¬ 
dos.  Because  of  this,  the  popular¬ 
ity  and  sales  of  TIC’s  have  in¬ 
creased  quite  a  bit  the  last  few 
years. 

TIC  agreements  also  have 
evolved.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
set  of  covenants,  conditions,  and 
restrictions  (CC&R)  and  by- 
Laws  for  a  condo  association.  It 
addresses  issues  such  as  who  has 
use  of  what  part  of  the  property, 
including  storage  and  parking; 
how  common  areas  are  to  be 
shared  and  used;  how  the  com¬ 
mon  area’s  expenses,  taxes,  in¬ 
surance  and  maintenance  are  to 
be  allocated  among  the  owners; 
consequences  for  default  of 
mortgage  and  breaking  the  rules; 
how  to  handle  a  sale  of  TIC  in¬ 
terests;  first  right  of  refusal  to 
buy  out  TIC  interests;  and  dis¬ 
pute  resolutions. 

Some  people  purchase  TICs 
with  the  hope  of  converting  them 
to  condos.  The  conversion  rules 
are  complex.  The  easiest  ones  are 
for  a  two-unit  building  with  both 
units  owner  occupied.  After  one 
year  of  continuous  occupancy, 
the  building  can  be  converted 
into  condos  without  going 
through  the  lottery. 

With  two-  to  six-unit  build¬ 
ings,  there  are  occupancy  re¬ 
quirements  and  tenant  intent  to 
purchase  requirements  that 
makes  it  more  complicated.  The 
City  is  not  allowing  any  conver¬ 
sion  on  buildings  with  more  than 
six  units. 

Another  important  and  com¬ 
plex  issue  arises  upon  sale  of  a 
TIC  unit.  If  there  is  only  one  loan 
on  the  building,  everyone  in  the 
group  has  to  submit  paperwork  to 
apply  for  the  new  loan.  If  the  ex¬ 
isting  loan  is  partially  assumable, 
the  new  buyer  can  apply  to  take 
over  that  loan.  However,  if  the 
property  has  appreciated,  or  if 


the  seller  has  substantial  equity 
in  portion  of  the  TIC,  the  buyer 
will  have  to  buy  with  a  large 
down  payment;  otherwise,  the 
seller  of  that  interest  might  have 
to  carry  back  the  balance  in  the 
form  of  a  private  loan.  Usually, 
that  seller  is  looking  at  trading  up 
to  a  condo  or  a  single-family 
home,  and  would  not  want  to  car¬ 
ry  a  loan  because  they  need  the 
funds  to  move  up.  That  would 
present  the  ideal  time  to  refi¬ 
nance  into  a  fractionalized  loan 
to  take  care  of  this  problem  now 
and  in  the  future. 

I  believe  that  TICs  are  here  to 
stay  and  it  provides  a  good  entry 
form  of  home  ownership.  I  re¬ 
member  20  years  ago,  buyers 
were  afraid  of  condominiums 
and  were  afraid  of  joint  owner¬ 
ship  deals  because  they  didn’t 
know  if  the  property  would  ap¬ 
preciate  in  value. 

Today,  they  are  well  accepted 
within  San  Francisco  and  TICs 
are  gaining  popularity  as  an  entry 
into  this  expensive  real  estate 
market.  But  if  you  are  thinking 
about  TICs,  I  would  highly  sug¬ 
gest  you  explore  the  possibility 
and  evaluate  the  risks  with  a 
good  Realtor  and  an  experienced 


TIC  attorney.

SF  takes  on  climate  change 


San  Francisco  is  ramping  up 
its  efforts  to  tackle  the  climate 
crisis.  We’re  collecting  food 
scraps  and  converting  them  to  or¬ 
ganic  compost,  eliminating  un¬ 
necessary  plastic  bags  and  water 
bottles,  exploring  tidal  power  un¬ 
der  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  and 
communicating  the  solar  energy 
potential  of  rooftops  to  home- 
owners  over  the  Internet.  The 
City  continues  to  lead  the  way  in 
pursuing  carbon  reduction  strate¬ 
gies  that  work. 

Buildings,  in  their  construc¬ 
tion  and  operation,  produce  up  to 
48  percent  of  the  nation’s  carbon 
footprint,  so  one  key  carbon  re¬ 
duction  strategy  is  to  establish 
meaningful  green  building  stan¬ 
dards  for  all  construction  projects 
in  San  Francisco.  We’ve  already 
put  this  in  place  for  municipal 
buildings,  which  must  meet  the 
LEED  silver  standard. 

“Leadership  in  Energy  and 
Environmental  Design.”  (LEED) 
is  the  nationally  accepted  green 
building  standard  administered 
by  the  U.S.  Green  Building 
Council.

city’s  environment,  planning,  and 
building  inspection  departments. 

The  task  force  recently  issued 
its  findings,  and  recommends  an 
aggressive  phased  approach  for 
large  commercial  buildings  and 
high-rise  residential  buildings, 
with  an  immediate  target  of 
LEED  Certified,  increasing  to 
LEED  Gold  by  2012. 

Requirements  for  smaller  resi¬ 
dential  buildings  would  also  be 
phased  in,  using  the  GreenPoint 
Rated  system.

trusted  label  supported  by  third- 
party  verification. 

The  task  force  also  recom¬ 
mends  incentives,  including  de¬ 
velopment  bonuses  and  fee  re¬ 
ductions  that  would  be  intro¬ 
duced  over  the  next  five  years.

Vote  "no"  on  Prop.  D 


Vote  “no”  on  Proposition  D, 
the  billion-dollar  “hidden  bond 
authorization.” 

Proposition  D,  the  Library 
measure  on  the  Nov.  6,  2007  bal¬ 
lot,  is  a  civic  disgrace.  It  is  a 
bond  authorization  in  disguise. 

And  it  is  being  sold  with  mis¬ 
information  and  worse. 

Big  Dollars,  Harming  What 
People  Want  Most 

Proposition  D  will  hurt  the 
very  things  people  want  most  in 
our  libraries:  good  collections, 
services  and  open  hours.  It  is  big 
-  it  would  control  more  than  $1.2 
billion  in  library  spending  over 
the  next  15  years.  (The  current 
$78  million  budget  times  the  15 
year  life  of  the  measure  equals 
$1.2  billion,  without  adjusting 
for  inflation). 

The  Library  and  other  propo¬ 
nents  are  misrepresenting 
Proposition  D  as  a  “renewal”  of 
the  Library  Preservation  Fund.  In 
fact,  Proposition  D  repeals  the 
fund  two  years  before  it  expires 
at  the  end  of  2009  -  and  replaces 
it  with  many  completely  new 
terms  and  conditions.  The  new 
measure  is  twice  as  long  as  the 
current  one. 

Proposition  D  Authorizes 
Bonds  -  Without  Any  Citizen 
Vote 

Proposition  D  would  autho¬ 
rize  bonds  to  be  issued  for  un¬ 
specified  construction  projects 
and  equipment  -  without  a  citi¬ 
zen  vote.  Only  the  recommenda¬ 


tion  of  the  Library  Commission 
and  approval  by  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  mayor  would  be 
required  -  for  the  next  1 5  years  - 
not  the  usual  bond  approval  re¬ 
quirement  of  a  two-thirds  citizen 
vote. 

Paying  off  the  bonds  would 
drain  money  away  from  the  only 
use  permitted  by  the  current 
charter  for  the  Library 
Preservation  Fund  (LPF):  paying 
for  library  books,  operations  and 
open  hours.  Prop.  D  would  allow 
using  portions  of  the  newly-de¬ 
fined  fund  for  “any  lawful  (li¬ 
brary)  purpose.”  Such  purposes 
include  construction  and  related 
equipment. 

The  so-called  “cap”  on  debt 
payments  would  allow  hundreds 
of  millions  of  dollars  in  bonds  to 
be  issued  if  the  library’s  budget 
were  to  increase  as  it  has  since 
Prop.  E  passed  in  1994,  estab¬ 
lishing  the  LPF.  The  controller 
has  said  $4  million  would  sup¬ 
port  a  $40  million  to  $50  million 
bond  issued  this  year  -  multiply 
that  by  similar  growth  for  15 
years  and  the  total  could  reach 
$600  million  plus. 

The  Library  has  a  Record  of 
Broken  Promises 

In  1988,  Proposition  A  ($109 
million  bond  measure)  promised 
voters  a  state-of-the-art  New 
Main  Library,  big  enough  to  hold 
growth  in  the  collection  for  20 
years  -  and  the  branches  were  to 
be  upgraded  for  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Accessibility  (ADA) 


and  earthquake  safety.  What  hap¬ 
pened? 

The  New  Main  Library’s 
shelves  were  full  to  capacity  on 
opening  day,  so  city-paid  consul¬ 
tants  recommended  $28  million 
in  fixes  to  make  it  work  right  — 
so  only  a  fraction  of  the  branches 
were  upgraded. 

In  1 994,  Proposition  E  created 
the  Library  Preservation  Fund  to 
pay  for  operations,  with  a  priori¬ 
ty  on  books  and  open  hours! 

What  happened? 

•  Hours:  The  Library’s  budget 
has  quadrupled  since  1 994,  but 
library  hours  increased  only 
once,  in  1995,  and  have  even  de¬ 
creased  recently  due  to  branches 
closing  for  renovations.  Now,  the 
library  has  announced  plans  to 
increase  hours  at  eight  branches 
in  a  whirlwind  of  activity  -  all 
timed  to  go  into  effect  in  the  few 
weeks  just  before  the  election. 

•  Book  funding  shot  up  to  15 
percent  of  the  budget  in  1995, 
but  then  was  cut  drastically.  It 
has  now  risen  to  just  1 1  percent 
of  the  budget. 

In  2000,  Proposition  A  ($106 
million  bond  measure)  promised 
to  build  or  renovate  24  branches 
and  upgrade  the  most  earth- 
quake-prone  branches  first.  What 
happened? 

With  many  projects  falling 
years  behind  schedule  and  the 
program  running  $40  million  to 
$50  million  over  budget,  the 
Library  Commission  voted  in 
March  of  this  year  to  cut  all 
funding  for  five  branch  renova¬ 
tions.  The  three  most  earthquake- 
prone  branches,  Richmond,  Noe 
Valley  and  Marina,  were  not  ren¬ 
ovated  first.  Instead,  the  first  to 
open  was  a  brand-new  branch  at 
Mission  Bay,  opening  last  year, 
followed  by  several  others  that 
were  not  the  most  dangerous. 

The  Library  Commission 
plans  to  fill  the  funding  gap  by 
putting  forward  this  radical  revi¬ 


sion  of  the  Library  Preservation 
Fund  with  its  hidden  bond  autho¬ 
rization  scheme. 

In  September,  the  City’s  con¬ 
troller  issued  a  scathing  audit  re¬ 
port  citing  management  weak¬ 
nesses  in  the  bond  program  as  a 
cause  of  additional  costs  and 
schedule  overruns. 

No  Urgency 

There  is  no  urgency  -  at  least 
four  elections  are  scheduled  be¬ 
fore  the  current  Library 
Preservation  Fund  expires  in 
2009. 

Bond  cost  overruns  could  be 
made  up  with  annual  funding  by 
the  supervisors  from  the  General 
Fund,  or  by  putting  a  bond  mea¬ 
sure  on  the  ballot  that  follows  the 
usual  rules  specifying  amount, 
purpose,  and  requiring  the  usual 
two-thirds  vote  by  citizens. 
Expiration  of  the  Library  Fund 
would  not  necessarily  result  in 
budget  cuts  -  funding  levels 
would  be  set  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  -  or  the  library  could 
place  on  an  upcoming  ballot  a 
true  “renewal”  that  maintains  the 
current  priorities  for  operations, 
books  and  hours. 

Advocates’  Misinformation, 
Smears,  and  Money 

Proposition  D  advocates  have 


not  only  misrepresented  this  re¬ 
peal  and  radical  revision  of  the 
Library  Fund  -  they  have  already 
started  to  misrepresent  opponents 
with  false  and  outrageous  accu¬ 
sations.  The  official  rebuttal  ar¬ 
gument  in  the  Voter  Information 
Pamphlet  says,  “Opponents  want 
to  . . .  reduce  branch  hours  . . . 
(and)  eliminate  books,”  among 
other  supposed  objectives. 

Considering  the  long  record  of 
the  Library  Users  Association  in 
advocating  for  more  books  and 
hours,  it  is  a  great  disappoint¬ 
ment  to  see  that  eight  supervisors 
and  the  mayor  signed  onto  this 
defamatory  statement. 

The  Friends  of  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  with  some  $20 
million  in  assets  according  to  its 
most  recent  published  annual  re¬ 
port  in  2001,  have  already  spent 
considerable  money  on  this  cam¬ 
paign,  including  misleading  liter¬ 
ature  that  says  nothing  about  the 
major  changes  provided  by 
Proposition  D. 

Protect  the  current  funding  for 
operations,  books  and  hours  by 
voting  “no”  on  Prop.  D,  the  bond 
authorization  measure  that  will 
hurt  the  library’s  funding  for  op¬ 
erations,  books  and  hours.
